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The panels where Blues 
packs his things and 
leaves was also well 
done to Will Eisners 
standards.

And | 
loved the panel with his 
scarf trailing off, leaving 
a huge void in the panel, 
another great example of 
sequential art. | almost 
cried when he smashes 
the picture of him and Dr.
